22 was tentatively scheduled to discuss any changes in the

proposeddraft that would be included for publication.

It was agreed that the phrase "base offense value" would be.

substituted for "base harm value" in the'draft. Another format
change was to substitute "specific offense characteristics" for

"aggravating factors" and "cross references" for "general

aggravating factors."
It was agreed that there would be no prison impact

assessment until guidelines were completed.

A list of drafting assignments were distributed 'so that

written comments could be directed to the appropriate person.

It was decided that the document would be described asa
tentative, preliminary draft published to elicit the widest
possible range ofpubic comment; and that the preliminary draft
guidelines would be subject to amendment and revision by the

Commission over the next six months. ,It was suggested that
language such as "a majority of Commissioners voted to publish

this draft" be included in the description.of the publication.
It was agreed that there would be numerous references to the
preliminary nature of the draft.
